The Campbell’s other duties in¬ 
clude scientific studies of the 
ocean, which includes taking wa¬ 
ter samples, wave measurements 
and collecting samples of inico- 
scopic plant life for the Coast 
Guard Oceanographic Unit in 
Washington, D. C.

I, know a man w'ho got so fed up 
with the mole runs in his lawn, 
that he finally backed his car up 
onto the grass, ran a piece of 
tubing from the exhaust pipe and 
started the motor.

Either the carbon monoxide 
escaped or the moles enjoyed it. 

A mole is a very persistent 
animal and if you want to get 
rid of him you have to under¬ 
stand him. He doesn't dig tun¬ 
nels for the fun of it or just to 
get from one place to another. 
He does it in search of food, par¬ 
ticularly grubs. Where there are 
no grubs to be had there are 
rarely any moles. So instead of 
w'aging war on moles you elimin¬ 
ate their favorite food. It’s as 
simple as (hat. 

Grubs are mostly the Iar\'ae of 
various beetles including the Jap¬ 
anese variety. The>’ live in the 
soil and by getting rid of them 
you not only avoid grub damage 
but send the moles, skunks and 
raccoon on their way to dig else¬ 
where. 

One product easily used to con¬ 
trol lawn grubs and insects is 
Scotts Cope. It comes in a bag 
and ytm spread it just like fer¬ 
tilizer. One treatment is good forj 
at least a year.'

The Board of Water Commissioners also adopted air condition¬ 
ing regulations which will Ijecome effective July 1, 1966. These reg¬ 
ulations state that air conditioning units of 3 ton over in capa¬ 
city must recirculate water witliin 18 months. We will submit to 
you copies of these regulations wdien they are completed.
